ise*? 


Oh, I remember It Jnst •» clearly as I 


to the maneuver* of the lost election, 
when I—bat never mind, about UiaU 
Don.'* imagine, though, that I'm aa 


that'« hustling1 about the streets and 
taking- a hand in politics to-day. 


I may as well begin with th» big- eea- 


flght; before that there was plenty of 
politics, but no romance. I had been 
mixed up, as you know, in that tragi- 
comic little cpiiwde of the Four Hun- 
dred, when 1'isandcr nnd Co. pretty 
nearly bluffed the scared democracy 
out of existence; but I had come out 
ahead—and had done the people pood 
merviee, too.

EpaUy, of all the-odmirals Sparta ever 


sent agninst us, that man Callicratldas 
was the finest fighter. lie had all the 
traits that we call knightly, nowa- 
days—indeed, he was a trifle over-chiv- 
alrous, I think.

Spartan I ever knew who lived quite up 
to his brug und never took a backward 
step. And in thnt wild hour, amid tho 
e:ve,r increasing tumult of war and 
ntorm in which tlio galley i were pitch- 
ing about like scattered driftwood—and 
I beliovo that 113 many were rammed by 
accident as by design—he fought us if 
he wore Hercules nnd one of the immor- 
tals, and could heat us down by single-
